Drawings 

1 . Figures 6-9 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art» 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected 
drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any 
portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to for failing to use descriptive language 
along each reference number to identify each element of the drawing. For 
instance element 1 10 of fig. 1a is a modulator a descriptive language such as 
"modulator" should be used along reference number "110 to identify such 
element as such. Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application.

deleted; "whereas the two" has been replaced by " and subtracting the phase 
shifted uncompensated transmission signal and the other"; line 1 1 , "signals are 
subtracted" should be replaced by "signal".
